THE WAR DAMAGE ACT, 194! 
PART |: LAND AND BUILDINGS 
ORGANISATION OF THE WAR DAMAGE COMMISSION 








Kleven regional offices of the War Damage Commission 
are NOW Open in various towns in Great Britain, in addition 
to the four in London. Each is fully staffed and equipped 
for the work of dealing expeditiously with claims for com- 
pensation in respect of damage to land and buildings. 

It was not until 26 March that the War Damage Bill 
became an Act of Parliament. A certain amount of 
preparatory work was possible during its passage, and 
many difficulties had to be faced—the finding of suitable 
premises in which to establish regional offices being 
prominent among them. In effect, the administration of 
the Act meant the setting up of a new Government Depart- 
ment, which has been staffed‘partly from the Civil Service, 
but mainly from the professional and business world. The 
admittedly complex nature of the Act rendered it necessary 
that all senior officials who are called upon to administer 
it should “ go back to school ” again. The training included 
lectures on every phase of the work. 

Though the provisions of the Act are necessarily com- 
plicated, every effort has been made to simplify, so far as 
possible, communications with the sufferers from war 
damage. Not until the War Damage Bill became law, and 
its provisions were finally settled, was it possible to begin 
the preparation of a pamphlet presenting a simple explana- 
tion of its working as it applied to land and buildings. 
That pamphlet, C.1A, a copy of which is sent free with the 
form C.1, on which is given notification of damage, evidently 
met a public need, and it has accordingly been placed on 
sale through H.M. Stationery Office at 1d. per copy or 3s. 
per 50 copies. 

Similar close attention was given to the drafting of the 
various forms of claim. Efforts were directed to their 
simplification, and the form C.1 in particular, which is the 
form on which damage is notified, has been so designed 
that anyone can fill it up without difficulty, and certainly 
without professional assistance. 

For some time past each regional office has been engaged 


on the huge task of dealing with the mass of V.O.W.1 ° 


forms submitted to District Valuers before the Act was 
passed, on the work of preparing property indices and name 
indices for each township within the particular area, and 
other preparatory work of that kind. Members of the 
public wlio have failed at times to secure the form they 
require may be assured that all possible is being done to 
expedite an adequate supply of everything that is necessary. 

The Commission, of which the Chairman is Mr. A. M. 
Trustram Eve, K.C., was appointed on 27 March and held 
its first meeting on that day. It meets frequently to con- 
sider and decide upon the many points of general policy 
which are found, in practice, to arise on the administration 
of the Act. The Chancellor of the Exchequer visited the 
South-East London Regional Office on its opening day, 
28 April, and thus paid tribute to the speed with which the 
Commission had got to work on its difficult and complicated 


task, 


DaMaGE NOTIFICATIONS AND CLAIMS 
Notifications of damage to land and buildings, or claims 
in respect of such damage already suffered, in any of these 
places, are to be made to the appropriate office. Where an 
owner of damaged premises has already completed Form 
V.0.W.1 and returned it to the District Valuer he or she 
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need take no action until approached by the War Damage 
Commission’s regional office and invited to fill up a second 
form giving certain necessary particulars. 

In the event of future damage application should be 
made to the Commission’s regional office, or to the District 
Valuer, for Form C.1, the new and simpler form, by means 
of which notification is to be given. This form will also 
be obtainable at most Town Halls and Council Offices. A 
pamphlet giving a short explanation of that part of the 
War Damage Act which relates to land and buildings will 
be issued with Form C.1. 

It should be noted that the Commission’s regional offices 
are in no way concerned with the insurance of goods and 
chattels. 

Extended Time for Notification.—Owners of estates com- 
prising a large number of separate properties who find 
difficulty in complying with the regulation which requires 
any person who has an interest in a property to notify that 
interest within 30 days on the Form C.1, can apply to the 
Regional Manager of the area in which the properties are 
situated for an extension of time. The Regional Manager 
has the authority of the Commission to deal generously 
with such applications in all suitable cases. 

The occupier of premises on such estates should be able 
to notify his interest within the prescribed period, but an 
extension can be granted by the Regional Manager if 
circumstances warrant it. 


Criaims ror Cost or Works PAYMENTS 

The Regional Offices of the War Damage Commission 
will enable the public and also professional and technical 
men to become acquainted with the Commission’s forms C.2 
and ©.2/V. One or other of these forms will be issued by 
the Commission to sufferers from war damage whose claims 
appear likely to be for Cost of Works Payments. 

The forms differ from one another only slightly, the 
reason being that Form C.2 will be issued in response to a 
Form ©.1 sent to the Commission, whereas Form C.2/V 
will be issued in response to a Form V.O.W.1 delivered to 
the District Valuer; rather more information is required 
in the latter case so that the claim may be considered in 
relation to the War Damage Act. 

The second of the questions to which the forms invite 
answers is: “‘ What is the estimated approximate cost, at 
present day prices, of reinstating the damaged property in 
the form in which it was immediately before the damage ? ”’ 
In response to inquiries the Commission has made it clear 
that the phrase “estimated approximate cost” does not 
mean an approximate estimate as a surveyor or architect 
would understand it, but merely an indication such as 
would enable the Commission to form a preliminary opinion 
as to the extent of the damage. The Commission will pay 
the proper cost of making good the war damage after the 
repairs have been done, although this may differ from the 
estimate given. The Commission, however, needs to know 
for administrative purposes approximately the cost of the 
work still to be done, and anticipates that when temporary 
repairs are done, any professional man, or builder who does 
the work, will be able and willing to give the claimant, 
without special examination or additional expense, a round 
figure sum. 

It will, of course, be remembered that the Commission is

empowered to pay for the necessary employment of pro-

WAR DAMAGE ACT, 1941 (PART II) 
PRIVATE CHATTELS INSURANCE AND FREE 
COMPENSATION SCHEMES 

To remove misunderstandings the Board of Trade wish 
to make it plain that— 

(a) it is not necessary to take out any policy of insurance to 
obtain the benefits of the Government’s scheme of limited 
free compensation for war damage to furniture, clothing 
and other private chattels. Persons who do not want 
more protection than is provided by this scheme are not 
required to take any action unless and until their chattels 
have suffered damage. They should then apply to their 
Local Information Centre or the District Valuer for their 
district for a Form of Claim, which should be filled in 
and sent to the District Valuer ; 

(b) persons who want more cover than that automatically 
provided by the scheme of limited free compensation can 
secure the additional cover only by taking out a policy 
of insurance under the Private Chattels Insurance 
Scheme, which operates with effect from 1 May 1941. 
The period of grace allowed for taking out policies will 
expire on 31 May 1941 and no extension is contemplated. 
Persons who have not insured by 31 May will be entitled 
only to the benefits of the limited free compensation 
scheme for damage to their private chattels between 
1 May 1941 and the actual date on which they take out a 
policy of insurance. Applications should be sent at once 
to a Fire Insurance Company or Lloyd’s Broker or others 
carrying on Insurance Agencies. Insurance is voluntary 
and the Fire Insurance Companies and Lloyd’s will not 
circularise their clients on this subject. 

These arrangements apply to war damage to private 
chattels after 30 April 1941. Damage up to that date 
will be treated as if an insurance policy had been in force. 
No further action is required than the filling up of Form 
V.0.W.1, which is obtainable from the office of the Local 
Authority or of the District Valuer, Inland Revenue.

POLICY FOR VOLUNTARY HOSPITALS 

By virtue of the War Damage (Business Scheme) (No. 2) 
Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 699), under Part II of the 
War Damage Act, 1941, the Board of Trade have made 
provision for a special form of policy entitled the ** Business 
Scheme (Voluntary Hospitals) Policy,” to be taken out by 
voluntary hospitals desiring to insure the following items 
against war damage : medical and surgical instruments and 
appliances ; electrical apparatus for medical or surgical 
purposes ; scientific and laboratory equipment ; drugs and 
dressings ; radon, radium and radium needles. 

The policy is a first loss policy. Separate policies may be 
taken out for the periods ending 15 June, 15 August and 
30 September 1941 at the rate of 10s. per cent. for each 
period or if desired a single policy may be taken out to 
expire on 30 September 1941, in which case the premium 
will be at the rate of 39s. per cent. in the case of a policy 
issued before 15 June 1941 or £1 per cent. in that of a policy 
issued between 15 June and 16 August 1941. 

Application for insurance should be made to the Insurance 
company or Lloyd’s with whom the applicant is insured 
against fire risk. 

Norr.—An article dealing with the schemes of insurance 
under Part IL of the War Damage Act, 1941, was published

IMPORT LICENSING 
REVOCATION OF OPEN GENERAL LICENCE 
Notice to Importers No. 125 
The Board of Trade announce that the Open General

from the British Empire, Palestine and Transjordan, French 
Equatorial Africa, French Cameroons, French Possessions 
in India, French Possessions in the Pacific, Belgian Congo 
and Ruand-Urundi has been revoked, as from 19 May 1941. 
Separate licences will not, however, be required for goods 
which are proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise to have been dispatched to the 
United Kingdom before 19 May 1941, and are imported 
into this country before 19 July 1941.

Licensing Department or from the offices of Collectors of 
H.M. Customs and Excise. Applications should be 
addressed to the Import Licensing Department, Board of 
Trade, 1-6, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 


AMENDMENT OF EIRE OPEN GENERAL LICENCE 
Notice To Importers No. 126 
The Board of Trade announce that from 1 June 1941 
separate licences will be required for the importation from 
Hire of 
‘Eggs of domestic fowl] and of game, and edible 
egg products of all kinds.” 


This includes eggs in shell, frozen or preserved liquid 
whole eggs, yolks and whites ; glycerinated yolks ; spray, 
flake and dried whole eggs, yolks and albumen. 

Applications for licences (in duplicate) should be addressed 
to the Ministry of Food, Mussoorie Hotel, Colwyn Bay. 

Forms of application may be obtained from the Import 
Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 1-6, Tavistock 
Square, London, W.C.1, or from the offices of Collectors of 
H.M. Customs and Excise. The direction at the head of the 
application form that it should be forwarded to the Import 
Licensing Department should be ignored. 


GIFTS FROM ABROAD 
Notice To Importers No. 127 
The procedure regarding gifts sent to this country from 
abroad has been reviewed and in order to conserve shipping 
space for the more urgent supplies such gifts will be allowed 
only subject to the following conditions : 


Bona fide unsolicited gifts, whether they include rationed foods 
or not, may be received from abroad by parcel post addressed to 
individuals. No parcel may exceed 5 lbs. gross weight or contain 
more than 2 lbs. of any one foodstuff. No permit or licence is 
required in such cases and all parcels must be clearly marked as 
gifts. 

A gift cannot be regarded as “ unsolicited”? where it has been 
received as a result of some prior communication sent by the 
recipient to the donor. Moreover, the receipt of gifts at frequent 
intervals cannot be permitted. 

Where well-wishers abroad desire to send larger quantities of 
goods (which must not include rationed foods) they must first 
arrange for some responsible organisation in this country formed. 
for charitable or similar purposes to be the recipient of such gifts. 
Application for a licence must then be made by the organisation 
which will be required to give an undertaking that the goods 
will be consumed within that organisation. 

Attention is drawn to the provision of the Food Rationing 
Order, 1939 (S. R. & O. 1939, No. 1856, price 4d.), under which 
it is an offence to obtain or attempt to obtain or to supply or 
attempt to supply any rationed food in excess of the ration. It 
is an offence therefore to send abroad for supplies of rationed 
food. 


These regulations will be applied in respect of all gifts 
dispatched from abroad after 28 June. 

Licences which have been granted to importers to receive 
individual gifts in bulk for distribution through the parcel 
post on arrival in the United Kingdom will not be renewed 
nor any further licences of this type issued. Existing licences 
and those recently expired and under consideration for 
renewal will be held to cover consignments dispatched from 
abroad by 28 June. 

Parcels which do not comply with the above conditions 
will be liable to seizure.

DEFENCE (FINANCE) REGULATIONS, 1939 
CENTRAL AMERICAN ACCOUNTS 
The Treasury announce the issue of the Regulation of 
Payments (General Exemptions) (No. 2) Order, 1941, and 
the Regulation of Payments (Central America) Order, 
1941 (S.R. & O. 1941, Nos. 672 and 673 respectively, 
price Id, each) governing payments to : 


Costa Rica Honduras 

Cuba Mexico 

Dominican Republic Nicaragua 

Ecuador Panama (excluding Canal Zone) 
Guatemala Salvador 

Haiti Venezuela. 


Payments to the above countries will henceforth be made 
in sterling to accounts entitled Central American Accounts. 
Such accounts will only be available for payments to the 
sterling area, except that payments may be made freely 
from any such Central American Account to any other 
Central American Account. 

All exports to these countries must be paid for in sterling 
from a Central American Account, or in dollars, or registered 
sterling.

IRON AND STEEL CONTROL 


The Ministry of Supply have issued Directions Nos. 3 and 
4 (S. R. & O. 1941, Nos. 667 and 668 respectively, price 
Id. each), under the Control of Iron and Steel (No. 8) 
Order, 1940. (See the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
11 April 1940, page 382.) 

Under paragraph 1 of Direction No. 3 maximum 
prices for iron castings in the form of rainwater and soil 
goods, gutters and connections, i.e., what is usually known 
as builders’ ironwork, are increased to 21 per cent. above 
the basis prices in the deposited Schedules; an increase 
of 24 per cent. on those basis prices as compared with the 
prices previously ruling. This increase is based on increases 
in the cost of wages and fuel. Paragraph 2 of the Direction 
restricts to half a hundredweight, or £10 in value, the 
maximum quantity of iron castings which any person 
may buy without licence in any week. The previous limit 
was 5 ewt., or £10, and this further restriction arises from 
the necessity of conserving supplies of iron. 

Direction No. 4 provides for an increase in the maximum 
price of Hematite Iron Ore mined in Cumberland, Lanca- 
shire and Glamorgan, from £1 6s. per ton to £1 7s. 6d. 
per ton for a standard grade, with a sliding scale based on 
iron and silica contents. There is a corresponding increase 
of Is. 6d. per ton in the special grade of this ore used in 
steel furnaces. The new price takes account of the increased 
costs incurred in the production of the ore. 


CONTROL OF FERTILISERS 


The food production campaign has resulted in an in- 
creased demand for fertilisers, and the Agricultural Depart- 
ments and the Ministry of Supply have under consideration 
a scheme for more equitable distribution of certain fertilisers 
during the 1941-42 season. 

In order to prevent forward sales being made which might 
prejudice this scheme the Ministry of Supply, in consultation 
with the Agricultural Departments, has issued an Order, 
the Control of Fertilisers (No. 9) Order (S. R. & O. 1941, 
No. 683, price 1d.), which came into force on 19 May 1941. 
This Order limits forward sales of superphosphate and 
potash, and compound fertilisers containing superphosphate 
or potash, except under licence. Manufacturers and whole- 
sale distributors may not sell for delivery after 30 June, 
while retail distributors may only sell for application to 
the land by the buyer before 1 July. Applications for 
licences to sell except as above, which will only be granted 
in very special circumstances, can be made to the Fertiliser 
Control, 19, Berkeley Square, Bristol, 8. 


MALAYAN WAR RISKS INSURANCE 


A supplement to the “ Straits Settlements Government 
Gazette ” of 12 February contains the text of the Defence 
(Insurance of Goods) Regulations, 1941, made under the 
Emergency Powers (Defence) Act, 1939, which provide, 
inter alia, for the putting into operation of a scheme of 
compulsory insurance of goods against war risks. Under 
the scheme sellers of insurable goods in the Straits Settle- 
ments may be required to pay a prescribed premium or an 
insurance fee may be charged on goods of any description, 
exported from or imported into the Colony, in respect of 
which an order shall have been made by the Governor in 
Council. A copy of the Regulations, which came into force 
on 3 March, may be consulted at the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 

His Majesty’s Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports 
that in the Federated Malay States similar regulations 
have been incorporated in a Bill entitled the War Risks 
(Goods) Insurance Enactment, 1941, the provisions of 
which are based on those of similar legislation in the United 
Kingdom and in India. It is understood that under this 
measure, which has been passed by the Federal Council, 
there is power to make the scheme for the Federated Malay 
States in effect All-Malayan in its scope.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
SUPPLY OF SLIP GAUGES DURING THE WAR 


In order to facilitate the manufacture of slip gauges and 
so augment their supply during the war, the British 
Standards Institution has, on the recommendation of the 
Ministry of Supply, issued certain amendments to the 
British Standard No. 888 Slip (or Block) Gauges. 

These amendments provide for a slight relaxation of the 
permissible errors in length of ‘“‘ Workshop” gauges and the 
introduction of a new grade to be known as ‘‘ Workshop B” 
gauges. From now onwards, “‘ Calibration” and “ Inspection” 
grade slip gauges will only be supplied to a certificate issued by 
the Ministry of Supply. Inspection departments should accord 
ingly order ‘‘ Workshop A” slip gauges for applications where 
“* Inspection ”’ grade gauges were formerly used, and ‘‘ Workshop 
B” gauges should be ordered for use in the shops.

PHOTOGRAPHIC SPEED STANDARD 

As announced in the Foreword to B.S. 935, Photographic 
Exposure Tables, an agreed method for the determination 
of the speed of a photographic negative material is requisite 
for use in connection with the exposure tables. The above 
Standard describes such a method in detail, especially the 
method of development at a fixed temperature for a fixed 
time. The issue of this Standard in the War Emergency 
Series will, it is hoped, lead eventually to general agreement 
on a more perfect method suitable to receive the hallmark 
of “ British Standard,” the present method being admittedly 
only an interim measure. 

It is emphasised that, as a method of sampling and the subse- 
quent assignment of a speed number to a product as a whole are 
not dealt with in the present standard, the speed number obtained 
by the method described is applicable only to the particular 
sample tested. Until further standards setting out methods for 
the assigning of a speed number to a product as a whole are 
issued, it is undesirable that numbers determined in accordance 
with the present standard be used in any other connection than 
acting as a guide to the manufacturer in deriving numbers for 
use with photographic exposure tables B.S. 935.

DESIGNATION OF TWIST AND COUNT SYSTEM 
IN YARNS 

The two British Standards issued recently by the British 
Standards Institution for Designation of Twist in Single 
Yarns, Folded Yarns and Cables, No. 946, and Yarn Count 
Systems and Conversions, No. 947, are the result of a recent 
agreement with the Textile Institute that the methods of 
testing drafted by the Textile Institute should, after being 
published in the “ Journal of the Textile Institute” as 
tentative standards, be passed on to the Textile Division of 
the British Standards Institution for issue as British 
Standards. 

The British Standard for Twist in Single Yarns, Folded 
Yarns and Cables defines the standard designation for the 
“S$” and “ Z” twist. 

The British Standard for Yarn Count Systems and 
Conversions (B.S. No. 947), as its title implies, gives the 
length per unit weight systems and the weight per unit 
length systems, together with the method of conversion 
from one count to the other.

STRENGTH TESTS FOR TOE-CAPS OF BOOTS USED 
FOR INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES 

The British Standards Institution has just published 

British Standard Strength Tests for the Protective Toe-caps 
of Boots used for Industrial Purposes, B.S. 953. 
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Announcements—Continued. 


The specification has been prepared in response to repeated 
requests from industry and the Committee was composed of 
representatives of the Government Departments concerned, the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents, the Employers’ 
Organisations, the Trades Union Congress, the Research Organi- 
sations and the Manufacturers. This draft only deals in precise 
detail with tests for one part of the protection required, viz., 
the protection of the toes. It is intended to be supplemented 
later by additional specifications dealing with further protective 
features and general quality. In view, however, of the urgent 
need for adequate protection of the toes it was decided not to 
hold up the issue of this section of the specification whilst the 
further specifications were being prepared. 

Two grades of toe-caps are included in this specification, 
Grade A and Grade B. The only special strengthening material 
which has so far proved capable of complying with the require- 
ments of Grade A toe-caps is a properly tempered 0-8 per cent. 
carbon steel. Grade B protection can be obtained by the use 
of adequately thick fibrous materials impregnated with nitro- 
cellulose, or equivalent reinforcing materials available in the 
boot trade. The relative degrees of protection of Grades A and B 
will be evident from clause 4 (b). 

It is realised that toe-caps to Grade B test do not give a high 
degree of protection. It was the original intention of the Com- 
mittee to include only the Grade A test; Grade B has been 
included as a wartime measure on account of the difficulty in 
obtaining steel toe-caps. 

The specification only lays down a test for the toe-cap as 
produced by the maker. It is realised that some fibre toe-caps 
tend to soften in use and it is hoped to extend the specification 
to cover these points at a later date. In the meantime the 
specification is being issued as a wartime emergency specification.

COMMERCE (IMPORTS) REGULATIONS 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of Commerce 
(Imports) Regulations, which amend and consolidate the previous 
regulations made under the Commerce (Trade Descriptions) 
Act, 1905-1933. 

In the new regulations, which came into force on 1 April, the 
list of goods subject to marking with a prescribed trade descrip- 
tion remains as before, but has been divided into two parts : 

(1) Those which must be marked with a true description of the 
goods in addition to marking with the country of origin and 
other prescribed particulars. 

(2) Those which are subject to :— 

(a2) marking as to country of origin only ; 

(6) marking as to country of origin and to other prescribed 
marking, but not to marking as to the name of the 
article. 

The goods to which (1) above applies are as follows :— 

(1) Articles used for food or drink by man, or from which 

food or drink for use by man is manufactured or prepared ; 

(2) Medicines or medicinal preparations for internal or external 
use ; 

(3) Manures ; 

(4) Agricultural seeds ; 

(5) Plants. 


BRITISH INDIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Board of Trade have received copies of Notifications 
Nos. 34-, 36- and 37-I.T.C./41, dated 22 February, which make

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
“ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to derivation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 

Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.

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IMPERIAL CHEMICAL INDUSTRIES 
LORD McGOWAN’S STATEMENT 


The Fourteenth Ordinary General Meeting of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., will be held at Nobel House, Buckingham Gate, 
London, 8.W.1, on Thursday, 29 May 1941. 

The following is taken from a statement which has been circulated 
to the stockholders, together with the report and accounts, by the 
Chairman, The Rt. Hon. Lord McGowan, K.B.E., D.C.L., L1.D. :— 

With the intensification of the war effort, the various Government 
Departments have made increasing calls upon the services of members 
of our Board. We have fortunately been able to respond to all such 
calls, Several of our directors have left us temporarily as a result. 

in the home trade the war has been the source, direct or indirect, 
of ever-increasing requirements for nearly all our products, and in 
general the company’s factories at home worked to full capacity 
during the whole of 1940, 

War-time conditions have presented us with new problems 
affecting the company’s activities overseas. Our export trade is 
still of great national importance, for it furnishes purchasing power 
to pay for imported materials vital to the war effort. We have 
therefore regarded it as a duty to do everything possible to maintain 
our exports and shall continue so to do. 

CONSOLIDATED ACCOUNTS 

The total gross income shown in the consolidated income statement 
is £18,375,000, compared with £15,343,000 for 1939. This increase 
of £3,032,000 is chiefly due to additional manufacturing and trading 
profits brought about by the larger volume of business. 

Net consolidated income, however, has declined from £7,678,000 
to £6,756,000, a fall of £922,000. The factor which almost alone 
turns an increase of £3,032,000 in gross income into a reduction of 
£922,000 in net income is the charge for taxation shown on the 
statement. Here it is seen that the net taxation burden to be borne 
by the company and its subsidiaries is £7,385,000 against £3,654,000 
in the previous year, an increase of £3,731,000. 

The effect of special war taxation on our results for 1940 may be 
illustrated by the fact that 70 per cent. of our consolidated income 
is required for taxation, 25 per cent. for net dividends to stockholders 
and only 5 per cent. goes to free reserves of the company and its 
subsidiaries. For 1939 these figures were respectively 51 per cent., 
35 per cent. and 14 per cent. 

CHARGES AGAINST INCOME 

Of the other charges in the consolidated income statement the 
miscellaneous expenditure written off includes £454,000 for air-raid 
precautions. In addition, however, to this there has been charged, 
before arriving at the manufacturing and trading profit, all expendi- 
ture in the maintenance of air-raid precaution measures formerly 
provided together with that on other kinds of defence precautions 
and preparations. The total amount under all these headings in 
1940 was nearly £1,100,000, while the cumulative total to 31 
December 1940 was £2 million. Further, war risks insurance 
of stocks and stores, also charged before arriving at the manufac- 
turing and trading profit, amounted to £326,000 in 1940. 

The charge for obsolescence and depreciation in the accounts of 
Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd., was £2 million, the same figure 
as in 1939, and in addition subsidiary companies provided in their 
own accounts £1,070,000. 

In the consolidated balance-shect the totals of current assets and 
current liabilities show considerable increases which reflect both the 
expansion of trade and the increased taxation liability. 

Assets at 31 December 1940, consisting of investments, debts and 
stocks in enemy or enemy-occupied territories, were reserved against 
in full. 

ASSET SURPLUS 

The surplus of combined assets over combined liabilities and share 
capital rose from £14,666,000 to £16,204,000 during the year. 

Dealing now with the legal accounts of Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries, Ltd., itself, the net income shown in the profit and loss account 
is £6,418,000, as against £7,313,000—a reduction of £895,000 occa- 
sioned by the incidence of heavier taxation charges already referred 
to. The appropriations made by your Board and its recommendation 
in regard to the final dividend on the Ordinary stock are set out 
fully in the report of the directors. 

The marketable investments figure shows a reduction due to the 
requisitioning of our remaining investments in the U.S.A. by H.M. 
Treasury under certain Acquisition of Securities Orders, 1940, 
though as some part of the proceeds was not received until 1941 the 
sales were not wholly reflected in the cash balance at 31 December 
1940, 

SUBSTANTIAL RESERVES 

In the annual report it will be noted that the war contingency 
reserve, in addition to £339,000 appropriated from profits, has 
received £1,500,000, being surplus arising on the final sale of the 
U.S.A. investments referred to above. 

To war contingency reserve there have also been transferred as 
at 3lst December 1940, certain free reserves from subsidiary com- 
panies amounting to £483,000 and from the total there has been 
deducted a provision of £572,000 to meet estimated premiums under 
the War Damage Act, 1941, covering the proportion of the insured 
period up to 31 December 1940. The war contingency reserve is 
now therefore increased by a net figure of £1,750,000 and stands at 
the substantial amount of £2,750,000, as compared with £1 million 
at 31 December 1939. 

The company’s total reserves and carry-forward amounted at 
31 December 1940, to £21,147,000, an increase of £3 million over the 
corresponding total last year. 

In present circumstances I am sure you will not expect me to make 
any prophecy as to the future. This will only be revealed as the 
war progresses.
